Mr. Roen’s remarks were back- 
ed by the force of many years ex- 
perience in directing recreational 
activities in his capacity as city 
manager for Ontario, Alhambra 
and South Pasadena. He spoke 
with understanding and convic- 
tion of an often neglected phase 
of civic and public responsibility 
witch he maintained was of great 
importance to people in all walks 
of life. 

EXTRA INTEREST 

He described recreation as @ 
means of taking a participant out 
of himself and giving him inter- 
ests he can take as his own. In 
this connection he stressed hob- 
bies as an important factor.

RECOLLECTIONS 

With a voice and manner as 
bright as the morning itself, Mrs. 
Halstead retraced the years as 
vividly as though they were but

{drawn from memory as clear as 
the day it happened. Living a full 
and active life, she has stored up 
a treasury of experiences which 


is only an inactive life that grows 
dull with nothing to remember.

ADVISE OF BURNING 

. Residents are advised by Chief 
Voth that it will be appreciated 
by the fire department and will 
aid its efficiency if they will be 
careful to notify the department 
when they aré doing any unusual 
burning and to secure permits 
when doing burning of a nature 
requiring such permission. Knowl- 
edge of burning which may be go- 
ing on helps the department to 
check alarms which may be sent 
in by individuals who become 
alarmed at seeing unusual smoke 


most vulnerable to grass fire 
alarms, Chief Voth indicates that 
this is the time to be most care- 
ful, when the regular period for 
\clearing and burning excess 
growths is in full swing. 

When burning, he acvises not to 
burn too close to neighbors’ prop- 
erty without sufficient clearing, 
as many calls come in from peo- 
ple who become alarmed when fire 
gets too close to suit their sense 
of safety. Chief Voth names the 
most common causes of grass 
fires as leaving incinerators unat- 

jtended or uncovered; burning 
which gets out of control, and 
children playing with matches or 
firecrackers. 

“Cooperate for protection” is 
the spring theme of Upland fire 
department and its officials who 
have the responsibility of guard- 
ing the community.

American Ships in 
Danger Zone—No Fooling 


* American battlewagons are on active duty in the Atlantic! 
Within the limits of President Roosevelt’s expanded patrol 
policy, the United States and British navies are closely co- 
operating to relieve the Axis blockade of the British Isles. 

That terse, illuminating statement of fact stands out un- 
questioned in all the confusion of charges and _ counter- 
charges which are emanating from official Washington with 
regard to this nation’s position on the question of convoying 
shipments to embattled Britain. 

Non-interventionists and champions of all-out aid still 
clash in angry debate; fires of controversy, stirred up by 
Colonel Lindbergh’s sensational resignation from the Army 
Air Corps, still rage, and Dr. Gallup is still taking public 
opinion polls to determine whether the American people are 
veering toward war. / 

But out in the North Atlantic, fiying the American flag, 
there are more than 200 destroyers, cruisers, submarine 
chasers, mine layers, mine sweepers and reconditioned yachts 
—all on patrol along Britain’s principal supply routes from 
this country. The patrol force has been nearly doubled 
since it was first inaugurated as a ‘‘neutrality patrol’’ in the 
fall of 1939 and is constantly being augmented. There is no 
debate about policy out on the sea lanes of the Atlantic; 
there is just grim patrol duty, with every officer on every 
ship conscious of the fact that one broadside or one torpedo 
—any day, or any hour—would end all the argument back 
in Washington and plunge this country into war. 

- We need not be war-mongers to face these facts and dis- 
cuss them; we only need be realists, aware of the fact that 
the whole world is spinning on a powder-keg. It is later 


than we think!

Auto License Examiner 
Should Be In Upland 


Tf the license division of the California Motor Vehicle 
department would only see it, this community could’ have a 
license examiner one day a week without any additional ex- 
-pense to the state. 

At the same time, hundreds of motorists in Upland and 
the outlying communities would be given better service—and 
perhaps the examiner’s work might be more evenly dis- 
‘tributed. 

At present the examiner for drivers’ licenses is in On- 
tario three days a week. It is the suggestion that the exam- 
iner be in Upland one day and in Ontario two days a week. 
‘Persons from all parts of the Chaffey listrict now flock to 
the examiner’s office—and wait their turn. 

With the examiner’s time divided between Upland and 
Ontario, the ‘‘waits’’ would not be so long, thus the service 
would be better-—and the cost would not be increased. 

The policy of requiring motorists to get their licenses re- 

newed frequently is recognized as a good one. This policy 
at present, however, means that people from Upland and its 
environs must go to the examiner's office in the Ontario 
city hall. Usually other people are there. And so the appli- 
‘dants for new licenses stand in line. 
\! Until several months ago, the license: examiner’s time 
wi divided. Even then there was congestion here and per- 
chaps also in Ontario. In general, however, the service was 
far more satisfactory.

Public Defender May Be 
‘Feasible in This County 


The. county supervisors will be asked soon to consider 
employing a ‘‘public defender’’—an attorney who would de- 
fend financially destitute persons in criminal cases in the 
superior court. ‘ 


At the present time, each attorney in the county is 
asked‘in turn to serve as a ‘‘public defender’’—without re- 


muneration and often times to the detriment of his own 
practice. The Upland and Ontario attorneys are especially at 
‘a disadvantage when their ‘‘turn’’ comes. An appearance 
in San Bernarlino superior court usually requires at least a 
half day. 
During 1940, 103 persons were defended gratis by attor- 
neys of the county. As the counties go,*this is regarded as 
 @ large number of criminal court cases. 
Several other counties have ‘‘publie defenders’’. It 
seems apparent that a ‘‘public defender’’ in this county 
would have plenty of court cases to handle.
